A raeans for the extraetion of ditlerent sugars 
by cUclrolysls has been recently tested on acorn- 
niercial ba*if,aud it Is Inlievcd the process will 
open up anew departtnent In sugar manufacture, 
says a Hritish scientist. The method employed 
consist*! in the use of luetallic plat<.'8 a> electrodes 
in connection with a wood vat divided into three 
dbmpartmenta.

On the passage of 
the electric current the albuminoids and other 
ft^Utanoes in the Jnioeooefulale andarepreclpi- 
The salu are deeomposed, and the juice 
aes liippld and colorless, the lime si>4 msg- 
sieeU MttllDg at the bottom. The soda, polassa 
and ammpaia are drawn to the end vats.

It may act be generally known that skim milk 
or buttermilk rsadity mixes with kerosene, 
forming an emulsion which destroys Insects 
without danger or Injury to animato or plants 
on which they might iM, that might result ftom 
tbe use ol pure oil and water, says th« Ajif/^flma 
Cultivator.

We never bad oc- 
casion to try it for lousy auiisals, (or we never 
had one, but we do not hesitate to recommend 
it, and we have lately seen its use advised for 
ticks on sheep, using a gill of kerosene to one 
galtM of Bilk.

Mt. ViRifov, O., Aug. 22.— Oerms that 

have Inrked for fifteen vt-ars in a child's 
to>> may probably cause tbe death of two 
children at tbe home of Chas. Cotton, in 
this city. Mrs. Htitton died about a week 
ago, and her daughter, Mrs. Geo. Keck, 
of Indiana, came to attend the funeral, 
bringing with her a small daughter. Yes- 
terday tbia child and another child of 
Mra. Hatton were taken danferoasly ill, 
so that phyaiciana weresanunoned. They 
pronounced the disease maliRniint diph- 
theria, and at onoe admlniatered anti- 
toxin. 

There ia not a ease of diphtheria in tbe 

city, and tbe physicians w«>r<» at a loss to 
account for ita origin. But upon inveati- 
gation they found that a child of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ilntton had died fifteen years ago of 
diphtheria. During her illnesa she had 
playt'd with tin assortment of toys which, 
after her death, were gathered together 
by tbe father and atored in the garret of 
the home. 

About a week ago tbe present victims 
foand these toys, gathered them from 
their hiding place, and amused them- 
selves with them. Tbe physiciaiM are 
certain that the germs have lingered 
aboat the tovs all these yeara and have 

caused the prepent illnets.
